Language Research Program 


Underway At Junior High _ 


search Program that not only 
affords language experiences, 
written and oral, to pupils, but also 
in-service review experiences to 


, [to | teachers of all subjects as well. 
the Andover Junior High 


The underlying purposes of the 
experiment are: to train pupils to 
an awareness of the importance 
of organized expression, both oral 
and written; to train pupils to 
practice good work habits in all 
areas of learning; tourge teachers 


/to make demands commensurate 


with the pupils’ training. Although 
the program stems from and is 
directed by the English Depart- 
ment, all members of the faculty 


|are actively engaged by being 


supervisory teacher-directors of 
small groups, comprising as few 
pupils as 30 and in several 
instances as many as 65, depending 
on available room. 

The program is centered around 
language skills, useful to all sub- 


| jects whose medium is the English 
language. Pupils are taught to put 


to practice the following reading 
skills: (1) learning a method to 
select an interesting subject for 
research, (2) assembling a working 


| bibliography, (3) taking notes from 
| source materials, (4) writing suit- 
| able headings for and subsequently 


developing a detailed working out- 


| line, (5) preparing a card file, 
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STREET 


(6) writing, organizing and illus- 
trating a fifty-word dictionary, 
(7) preparing a brief outline from 
notes in the card file to follow in 
making a fifteen minute delivery, 
and (8) preparing an individually 
contrived graphic, dramatic, or 
audio-visual demonstration to 
make both the subject and the 
speech more interesting to the 
audience., 

The program emphasizes the 
practice of language and reading 
skills and also affords anopportu- 
nity for the pupil to experience 
the evolution of a research subject 
by systematic procedure. The pupil 
works from the bibliography he has 
compiled and lists questions that 
suggest the development of the area 
of his research. These he re- 
words into good headings by co- 
ordinating questions and re-phras- 
ing expression. He extends his 
reading, writing, and speaking 
vocabularies by (1) selecting words 
from his research materials, (2) 
determining the contextual mean- 
ing of the word, (3) reading and 


writing down all the meanings of 


the words, and (4) creating two 
original sentences to show two 
other meanings of the words 
selected. In these particular sen- 
tences, he utilizes and demons- 
trates grammatical principles 
and structure patterns learned in 
English classes. He thus learns to 
compose good structures and 
begins to understand a purpose for 
grammatical principles. He learns 
to take notes from “‘live’’ research 
materials like books, magazines 
and newspapers, as well as lec- 
tures and television programs apd 
writes them in single word, plirase, 
or sentence form. Then he re- 
phrases this type of note into 
correct simple or compound 
sentence structures to complete a 
card file of the subject of research. 

He is given further instruction 
in improving his reading compre- 
hension and speed. During one of 
the Language Research periods, 
called reading .enrichment, he 
reads from a book he has brought 
to the homeroom, and at this time 
he is encouraged to practice the 
suggestions given him. Each home- 
room has an ‘‘enrichment”’ reading 
library, for the approved books are 
‘arranged on a shelf in open view.

of mathematics that should be 
taught at the secondary level. 

The program has been in a con- 
tinuous plan of evaluation, 
criticism and revision. At first, 
14 units were tested in 12 centers 
by 100 teachers, then a greater 
area was reached as well as an 
aroused interest in the program. 


While the work covers the tradi- 
tional program with a different 
approach, its key idea is tounder- 
stand the principles of mathe- 
matical structure versus emphasis 
on manipulatory ability. The num- 
ber system is viewed as a 
progressing development. More 
time is devoted to geometry 
through a deductive approach, Ex- 
perience and appreciation of 
abstract concepts, the development 
of a precise vocabulary and pre- 
cision in thought and expression 
is vital. 

Mathematics is presented as a 
creative effort. By discovery, a 
pupil’s interest is awakened and 
his enthusiasm for mathematics 
and its orderly patterns have great 
appeal. 

More students must be trained 
in mathematics for our future 
needs. Through this program the 
more capable pupil may be stimu- 
lated and challenged. 

The S.M.S.G. committee en- 
deavored to choose topics that 
give students practice in essential 
mathematical ideas, and those that 
are exploratory culminating in a 
satisfactory proof. 

By this deductive method genuine 
experiences stimulate thought and 
give a greater appreciation and 


satisfaction in this meaningful 
human activity, namely solving 
problems. 


The ‘‘Plan’’ reflects a new em- 
phasis and a new spirit. The units 
are developed with activities, 
skills and a realization of preci- 
sion of thought and proof. 

During thé 1lv1-’62 academic 
year at the Andover Junior High, 
the S.M.S.G. was introduced in one 
seventh and one eighth grade divi- 
sion. By this time, several revi- 
sions have occurred and the pro- 
gram seems well established. 
Some of its ideas are incorporated 
in the work of other classes and 
in time as new text books are

then re-filled without getting the 
mail out of order, will allow this 
to be done, Mr. Mooney said. 

Acknowledging that there was 
some confusion last year over 
postage rates, specially to Canada, 
Mr. Mooney explained that un- 
sealed cards may be sent to Canada 
for three cents, and that four-cent 
postage is required for sealed 
envelopes. These are the rates 
for domestic mail as well. 

Because the mailing season is 
getting busy so early, the assistant 
postmaster suggested the follow- 
ing helpful hints for those sending 
parcel post packages: Avoid care- 
lessness in packing; use strong 
cartons, heavy paper and tie with 
sturdy cord; mark breakable 
material ‘‘fragile, handle with 
care’’; put an extra label inside 
the package, bearing the sender’s 
and recipient’s name and address.

On Brook Job 

The issue has been further de- 
fined, but no decisions reached, 
on the Rogers Brook problem. 

The Selectmen spent an hour 
Monday night explaining the whole 
complicated Brook problem to the 
Finance Committee, and noting the 
various reasons why the project is 
at a standstill. ; 

FinCom Chairman Walter C, 
Wilson Jr. told the Selectmen that 
they must answer the question 
‘Shall the Brook be recon- 
structed?’’ 

After that answer is reached, he 
indicated, the Finance Committee 
can deliberate onthe various plans, 
cost estimates and other factors. 

He suggested to the Selectmen 
that the FinCom shouldn’t decide 
whether the job must be done or 
not, but is willing to discuss ways 
of financing it once a decision is 
reached. 

Members of that financial com- 
mittee agreed with the Selectmen 
that doing business with the state 
Division of Waterways at this time 
is a problem of its own, because 
of the investigations and court 
actions taking place. 

During the long explanation, it 
was stated that the over-all cost 
of the Brook job now approaches 
a million dollars, but that three 
steps could be taken. The first 
would reconstruct the Brook from 
the River to Main st., at about 
$249,250 = half paid by the town 
and half by the state. The state 
would, however, award the con- 
tracts, supervise the work and 
handle any extras that come about 
during the job. 

The second step, still under 
state control if half of the funds 
are put up by the Commonwealth, 
takes the Brook from Main to 
Whittier, at a cost of $262,500. 
The third step is from Whittier 
to Summer st. area, at $227,500. 

These estimated costs come to 
approximately $725,000, but there 
was general agreement that the 
costs might well go up from there, 
and that extras may creep into 
the work too. 

The inadequacy of cleaning out 
the Brook bed was explained, as 
this will not solve the flood condi- 
tions. Some value would be re- 
ceived froin cleaning out and re=- 
placing culverts - but this move 
would also be only partially valid, 
leaving the eventual project to be 
undertaken anyway. 

There was a suggestion that the 
one step be taken = from the River 
to Main st., and that this be tied 
in with the existing culvert under 
Main st. Thus, the argument went, 
one section could be finished and 
put into use, regardless of when 
the other sections are done. 

There was some thought given to 
undertaking the project in many 


water and sewer plans, to ease 
the financial burden on the town. 
On the other hand, it was thought 
possible that interest on bond 
issues now might be less than the 


piece-meal over the years. 

The Selectmen felt that they must 
present material to town meeting 
before taking action, but didn’t 
decide what to recommend to the 
voters. It was generally agreed, 


an opportunity to take action onthe 
Brook job in March, State funds, 
which would be used to match the 
town money, remain available 


until the end of June - the state’s |

residents have complained. 

The plight of the residents in 
the path of this highway became 


worse during the past 10 days, as 
it became known that the statute 


of limitations will force many to | 


take legal action in a hurry. Any 
person whose land has been taken 


for the state highway has 12 months | 


to enter action in the courts. 

Many homes were taken last 
December, and these residents 
must initiate legal action before 
the anniversary date of the taking, 
providing they have not yet reached 
agreement with the state ona price 
for the property. 

If this action is not taken, 
according to legal spokesmen, the 
state may pay whatever it thinks it 
should for the real estate, but the 
resident loses his right to go to 
court. 

One local bank has_ been 
hurriedly compiling a list of all 
persons to whom it has granted 
bridge loans - and has the inten- 
tion of filing suit in each case in 
order to protect its own and the 
customers’ rights. The bridge 
loans are made so that a person 
can make a down payment on a 
new home before he receives funds 
from the state for the old one. The 
banks are, of course, interested in 
protecting the equity inthe original 
property, as are the former 
owners. 

Since the Townsman published 
the first account of the problems 
encountered by persons in the path 


| of the road, other residents have 
| come forward with their own ac~ 


counts of what happens - or doesn’t 


happen. 
In general, the complaints have 


| been that the state has left one 
| or more property owners without 


any information, while talking to 
neighbors and making offers to 
them. It isn’t unusual to find one 
man who has never heard from the 
state about a price, while his 
immediate neighbors have heard,

| other cases, where rental income 


has been a factor in a person's 
ability to buy a house, the state 
has not permitted the collection 
of rents.
